FOR FIXINS’ 


SAN FRANCISCO, (UP—The tur- 
key and the fixings the average 
California housewife bought today 
for tomorrow’s Thanksgiving Day 
feast cost her approximately $5, 
about 35 cents more than she spent 
for the same food last year. 

The larger part of her expendi- 
ture went, of course, for the tur- 
key. A 10 pound tom turkey, the 
averagé size for a family of four, 
sold here for 35 cents a pound, or 
a total of $3.50 Last year she spent 
$3.30 for the same sized bird. 

Cranberries, almost as traditional 
as turkey for the holiday, sold for 
two pounds for 35 cents, up about 
five cents from 1940.

The dismissal of Weygand over 
the protests of Marshal Heni 
Philippe Petain because of his op- 
position to axis plans in Africa in- 
volved not only a question of de- 
teriorating Vichy relations with the 
United States but appeared to fit 
into the shift of the main war 
fronts toward the warmer climate 
of the Mediterranean, the Indian 
Ocean and the Pacific. 

British patrol activity on a major 
scale in Libya was believed to fore-’ 
shadow important military develop- 
ments in North Africa. The Royal 
Air Force continued to hammer al- 
most every night at Naples and 
other points on the axis supply line 
to Libya.

The release of American ships to 
carry supplies to British and other 
belligerent ports will be more im- 
portant for its long range than for 
its immediate effect. 

That is, it will play a big part in 
making possible the picture of 1943 
envisaged by Winston Churchill in 
his speech to commons a few days 
ago. Churchill, it will be recalled, 
said that if all goes well, theer will 
be enough shipping in 1943 to per- 
mit of “overseas operations.” 

Lack of shipping, due to heavy 
losses from German submarines, 
airplanes and raiders, has been a 
severe handicap to Britain. Now 
American ships, manned by Amer- 
ican crews, will be slowly but in in- 
creasing numbers put into the bat- 
tle of the Atlantic. 

The matter of crews is not the
